Bulbs  are  offered  during  the  Ball  months,  and  planting  should  he  done  early  to 
insure  the  finest  long-stemmed  sturdy  flowers.  However,  very  good  results  and  suc- 
cessive blooms  can  be  had  by  later  planting. 

Plant  bulbs,  as  a rule,  so  that  there  is  earth  over  them  to  their  own  depth.  Small 
bulbs,  such  as  Freesias,  Crocus,  Ranunculus,  Spanish  Iris,  etc.,  should  be  set  about 
3 to  4 inches  apart.  Tulips,  Anemones,  Jonquils,  from  6 to  7 inches  apart.  Hyacinths, 
Daffodils  and  Narcissus  about  7 to  9 inches  apart. 

Prepare  your  soil  by  forking  deep  and  thoroughly  using  manure  as  a mulch  only 
after  the  bulbs  are  planted.  A top  dressing  of  our  Red  Eagle  Fertilizer  or  our  specially 
ground  Bone  Meal,  using  3 pounds  to  10x10,  will  place  your  soil  in  the  best  of  condition 
for  growing  bulbs  or  plants.

Culture  of  Daffodils,  Narcissus  and  Jonquils 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE — Plant  in  early  fall  if  possible,  but 
plantings  as  late  as  Christmas  will  give  excellent  results.  The 
depth  to  plant  is  one  and  one-half  the  depth  of  the  bulb.  This 
gives  a covering  of  two  to  three  inches  of  soil.  Any  good 
garden  soil  which  has  not  been  recently  manured  will  give 
satisfactory  flowers,  but  a deep,  moist  loam  is  best.  If  the 
ground  is  dry  or  sandy  it  should  be  dug  deeply,  well  manured 
and  an  annual,  such  as  potatoes,  grown  the  year  previous.  If 
your  said  is  light  and  you  do  not  want  to  take  off  a crop 
before  planting,  give  a light  dressing  of  lime  to  the  surface 
and  work  in  a layer  of  well-rotted  manure  a foot  below,  so  as 
to  be  out  of  reach  of  the  bulbs;  this  layer  is  to  hold  the 
moisture,  not  as  a fertilizer.  The  best  fertilizer  is  ground  bone. 
This  can  be  used  with  safety  on  poor  sandy  soil.

Put  an  inch  or  two  of  sand  and  gravel  in  the  dish 
in  which  they  are  to  be  grown,  set  the  bulbs  on  this  and  put 
enough  gravel  or  shells  around  them  to  keep  them  from  falling 
over;  fill  the  dish  with  water  and  set  in  a dark  closet  for  a 
few  days  until  the  roots  start  freely,  then  bring  them  to  the 
light  and  keep  in  any  ordinary  living  room.  A dozen  bulbs 
started  this  way  at  intervals  will  give  a succession  of  bloom 
throughout  the  winter.

Tulip  Culture 

The  culture  of  tulips  out  of  doors  is  the 
same  as  that  of  hyacinths,  except  that  the 
bulbs  should  be  planted  about  three  inches 
deep  and  three  to  six  inches  apart.  Tulips 
are  perfectly  hardly,  so  that  only  a slight  pro- 
tection is  required  from  extremely  cold  and 
sharp  winds. 

Many  of  the  single  varieties  force  readily 
and  have  become  great  favorites  for  house 
culture.  If  potted  in  September  and  treated 
as  directed  for  hyacinths  they  may  be  had 
in  bloom  in  December.  Two  bulbs  in  a four- 
inch  pot  have  been  found  desirable.  When 
they  show  a tendency  to  bloom  just  above 
the  bulbs  they  must  be  kept  longer  in  the 
dark  to  draw  out  the  flower  stems.  A splendid 
effect  is  obtained  by  planting  from  three  to  ' 
a dozen  bulbs  in  a medium-sized  pot.
